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IP bills shock to some consumers 


SPRINGFIELD '— Area cus- 
tomers of Illinois Power Co. can 
expect to get a shock when they 
open their electric bills for June 
and find them almost twice as 
high as their May bill. 

A “typical” residential electric 
bill for June will be $73.41, -near- 
ly double the $38.41 for May, Illi- 
nois Power officials said May 29. 

The surge in IP er costs is 
a result of Illinois Commerce 
Commission orders putting a 
“double whammy” on the utili- 
ty's ratepayers. 

First, the ICC increased base 
rates tied to sing on more of 
the cost of IP’s $4 billion Clinton 
nuclear plant. Then, it increased 
the summer-winter differential. 

Last summer, for example, 
the kilowatt hour (kwh) charge 
was 6.74 cents. But the winter 
rate was lowered last fall from 
the previous 5.7 cents per kwh to 
4.81 cents. IP’s summer rate 
period occurs from. June 15 to 
Oct. 15. 

Because of the increases relat- 


ed to Clinton, area resident hav- 
ing to buy electricity from Mli- 
nois Power are now pa: more 
than those in the Union Electric 
Co. and Central Illinois Public 
Service Co. territories. 

Ten years ago, before Illinois 
Power undertook Clinton, it had 
the cheapest rates of the three 
major area utilites. 

Even steeper rate increases 
are coming in the future for IP 
customers because about 40 per- 
cent of the Clinton investment 
has been passed on, leaving 
more to be paid for by consum- 
ers. The nuclear plant, now in 
low-power test operation, has 
cost about 10 times the original 
estimate. 

Typical IP customers — with- 
out air conditioners that dramat- 
ically boost power needs as tem- 
peratures soar — will be paying 
nearly twice as much. The Ma: 
and June examples given by iP 
represent a power use increase 
of 18 percent and a cost increase 
of 90 percent.

Jim Reader told him to assist 
Lyerla. He also reiterated his - 
testimony that Partney had

ened Lyerla’s job when Partney 
was being processed. _ 

Jenkins also said he smelled 
alcohol on Partney’s breath and 
that Partney appeared intoxicat- 
ed and was abusive. 

Reader, who was officer in 
charge during the shift, testified 
that Partney was abusive and 
loud, but did not seem intoxicat- 
ed. ‘Reader was_at the front_desk 
and had briefly talked to. Part- 
ney at a distance, Reader said. 

Scroggins: also questioried. how 
many officers were at the sta- 
tion when Partney was brought 
in and whether any. officers were 
patrolling the city at the time. 

Lyerla testified that three 
patrol cars, including the one he 
used to arrest Partney, were 
assigned to the city that night. 
Dowdy testified that he and Jen- 
kins drove one car to the station 
a few minutes before Partney 
was brought in.

Long-term bond debt 
shows sharp increase 


SPRINGFIELD — State gov- 
ernment. sold a record $830 mil- 
lion in bonds in fiscal 1986, 
increasing Illinois’ bonded 
indebtedness to more than twice 
what it.was a decade ago, Comp- 
troller Roland W. Burris recent- 
ly reported. 

Burris nofed the _ state’s 
lene teem general and special 
obligation bonded indebtedness 
(principal plus interest) reached 
about $7 billion in 1986. That fig- 
ure is 2.4 times the fisal 1977 
level of $2.87 billion. - 

The per capita debt from the 
sale of bonds now stands at $605, 
up from $252 per person a 
decade ago. 


‘There are-ihree. different-bond . . 


issues authorized by state law: 

— General obligation bonds 
are those which are secured by 
the full faith and credit of the 
state and are repaid from tax 
revenues. They are authorized 
for specific purposes and in 
amounts” provided: by a 
three-fifths. vote of the General 
Assembly or by the voters in a 
general election. = 

— Special obligation bonds are 
those issued for the Build Illinois 
program and the Metropolitan 
Civie Center Support Program. 
They are similar to general obli- 
gation bonds in that they are pri-

recently, most revenue bonds 
pledged the income generated by 
the facility financed to retire the 
bond debt. 

Burris- said the fiscal 1986 
bonds sale of $830 million was 54 
percent more than the previous 
peak year of fiscal 1979, when 
$540 million in bonds were sold. 

The principal and interest due 
on general obligation-bond issues 
are paid out of the appropriate 
debt service funds. Between fis- 
cal 1977 and 1986, annual debt 
service expenditures. have 
increased nearly five times — 
from $147 million to $674 million, 
Burris said. 

Burris said the portion of Gen- 
eral Funds spending on debt ser- 
vice has increased from 1.9 per- 
cent in 1977 to 2.7 percent in 
1986. 

The state introduced Build Illi- 
nois bonds to the market in 1986. 
The operating cost of Build Illi- 
nois bonds is considerably higher 
than general obligation bond 
issues, he said. 

The Bureau of the Budget’s 
expense -for the bond issues in 
fiscal 1986 was $675 per $1 mil- 
lion of bonds while Build Illinois 
bonds cost $3,725 per million.
